1 . JOHN REHM DEPARTED WASHINGTON JULY 14 WITHOUT ROMANIAN 
VISA BUT WITH HOPE THAT ROMANIAN EMBASSY WOULD RECEIVE 
AUTHORIZATIONS PRIOR TO MRS. REHM'S DEPARTURE FROM WASHING- 
TON, JULY 18. MRS. REHM INFORMED DEPARTMENT THIS 

MORNING (JULY 17) THAT SHE HAD JUST CHECKED WITH ROMANIAN 
EMBASSY AND HAD BEEN TOLD THAT THERE WAS STILL NO RESPONSE 
FROM BUCHAREST. SINCE REHM WILL BE IN VIENNA THIS WEEK, 

PRIOR TO PLANNED DEPARTURE FOR BUCHAREST ON JULY 25, VISAS 
COULD BE ISSUED AT ROMANIAN EMBASSY IN VIENNA IF AUTHORIZA- 
TION COMES THROUGH. 

2. UNLESS EMBASSY PERCEIVES OBJECTION, IT SHOULD MAKE 
LOW-KEY APPROACH TO MFA IN BEHALF OF REHM'S VISA APPLICA- 
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TIONS AND REQUEST THAT AUTHORIZATIONS BE SENT TO VIENNA. 

3. FOR VIENNA. DEPARTMENT WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSY'S 
COOPERATION IN ASSISTING ATTORNEY REHM IN DEALING WITH 
ROMANIAN EMBASSY IN VIENNA. REHM'S VISIT TO BUCHAREST. ON 
BEHALF OF HIS CLIENT CONSTANTIN RAUTA. INVOLVES SENSITIVE 
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HUMANITARIAN CASE WHICH HAS STRONG DEPARTMENTAL AND 
CONGRESSIONAL INTEREST. CHRISTOPHER

1 . JOHN REHM DEPARTED WASHINGTON JULY 14 WITHOUT ROMANIAN 
VISA BUT WITH HOPE THAT ROMANIAN EMBASSY WOULD RECEIVE 
AUTHORIZATIONS PRIOR TO MRS. REHM'S DEPARTURE FROM WASHING- 
TON, JULY 18. MRS. REHM INFORMED DEPARTMENT THIS 
MORNING (JULY 17) THAT SHE HAD JUST CHECKED WITH ROMANIAN 
EMBASSY AND HAD BEEN TOLD THAT THERE WAS STILL NO RESPONSE 
FROM BUCHAREST. SINCE REHM WILL BE IN VIENNA THIS WEEK, 

PRIOR TO PLANNED DEPARTURE FOR BUCHAREST ON JULY 25, VISAS 
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COULD BE ISSUED AT ROMANIAN EMBASSY IN VIENNA IF AUTHORIZA- 
TION COMES THROUGH. 

2. UNLESS EMBASSY PERCEIVES OBJECTION, IT SHOULD MAKE 
LOW-KEY APPROACH TO MFA IN BEHALF OF REHM'S VISA APPLICA- 
TIONS AND REQUEST THAT AUTHORIZATIONS BE SENT TO VIENNA. 

3. FOR VIENNA. DEPARTMENT WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSY’S 
COOPERATION IN ASSISTING ATTORNEY REHM IN DEALING WITH 
ROMANIAN EMBASSY IN VIENNA. REHM'S VISIT TO BUCHAREST. ON 
BEHALF OF HIS CLIENT CONSTANTIN RAUTA, INVOLVES SENSITIVE 

HUMANITARIAN CASE WHICH HAS STRONG DEPARTMENTAL AND
